'Africa Now In Economic Impasse' 
Declares Wodajo At Gala Banquet

"The problems which face the 
newly independent African sta- 
tes are the seeds of our 
strength," said H.E. Kifle Woda- 
jo, Deputy Permanent Repre- 
sentative of the permanent Mis- 
sion to the United Nations. 

The discussion highlighted a gala 
banquet and dance which climaxed 
Africa Week activities. 

The economic and political prob- 
lems arc so complex and inter- 
related that it is difficult to sopor- 
ate the two. The one affects the 
other. 

"The economic problem," said 
Wodajo, "is eminent and para- 
mount. Africa is an underdevelop- 
ed country whose economy is sub- 
sistant; that is, the production of 
services and goods is very low." 

COLONIAL STRUCTURE 

He explained that with Africa's 
colonial structure, the bulk of Afri- 
can trade has been the classic ex- 
ample of the colony producing raw 
agricultural and industrial mater- 
ials which are sold to the mother 
country for finished products. This 
economy relies on one or two agri 
cultural commodities.

He continued, saying that Africa 
needs to' overcome an economic im- 
passe.

"Capital is imperative, and here 
capital comes from the products. 
Unfortunately, these products are 



worth less compared to those of 
other countries. Thus - the more 
Africa produces, the more she 
loses." He illustrated this saying 
that in 1952 a cocao farmer in 
Ghana could buy a shirt for four 
lbs. of cocao; it now takes six lbs. 
to buy that same shirt. 



"A second legacy of colonialism 
hinders development," he said. 
"Africa is divided into many poli- 
tical units, each so small that it 
has no value economically. This is 
because the domestic market is too 
small.

A neutral foreign policy, support of the United Nation», a massive program of economic 
development, and a sound economy were the main measures put forward In the Model United 
States of Africa Parliament Friday night at Redpath Hall. The parliament was sponsored by the 
African Students Association.

In his Declaration of National 
Policy, roughly equivalent to the 
Canadian Speech from the Throne, 
President Samuel Okorle pledged 
his government to uphold the con- 
cepts of democracy, equality, In- 
dividual liberty, and the separation 
of powers. 

In economic policy, Okorle pro- 
mised to develop the material and 
human resources of the entire na- 
tion. "Africa is said to be the 
richest continent," he said, "and 
yet its people are among the poor- 
est in the world." He pledged the 
development of transportation, ca- 
pital investment, and a realistic 
tax policy to attract foreign in- 
vestment 

DEFENCE NECESSARY 
Okorie regretcd the necessity of 
■pending money on defense when 
such money could be used for so- 
cially useful purposes, but said 
that "we must keep the nation to- 
gether and be able to defend our- 
selves". 

He expressed the new nation's 
wish to improve relations with all 
countries and promised to try and 
get the great powers to agree on 
disarmament. He proposed to neu- 



stated that "we will be neutral on 
nothing affecting the destiny of 
mankind". He pledged to support 
the U.N. at all times. 

Opposition Leader Emmanuel 
Omenukor criticized the depend- 
ence of the government's economic 
program on foreign investment. He 
expressed doubts that neutralism 
and foreign investment could go 
together, and called for national- 
ization as an alternative. Govern- 
ment spokesmen claimed, however, 
that since no more than 50% of the 
shares of any company could be 
foreign-owned, the other 50% 
would be government-owned if 
African citizens could not obtain 
them. 

CRITICIZES SUPPORT 

Omenukor also criticized the gov- 
ernment's blanket support of the 
U.N., claiming that the U.N. Chart- 
er is In great need of revision. He 
also expressed shock that nothing 
in the President's Declaration re- 
ferred to education. 

After the Government and Oppo- 
sition speeches, each member of 
the ministry tabled bills and spend- 
ing estimates for the session. The 



most spectacular of these was that 
of. Minister for Economic Deve- 
lopment Dedeke, who requested $95 
billion to develop the economy. 
Dedeke proposed to finance this 
program by a system of taxes and 
tariffs and by attracting foreign 
investments. 

Some of the more Important bills 
presented follow. 

Foreign Minister Lusaka asked 
for $200 million to bolster the 
United Nations and to establish di- 
plomatic relations overseas. De- 
fense Minister Moreithl asked for 
$30 million to provide a standing 
army with conventional weapons. 

Justice Minister Tafari, rejecting 
the eye-for-an-eye approach to the 
evils of colonislism, proposed a 
Bill of Human Rights which would 
have binding legal force. 
BALANCED PLAN 
Finance Minister Cranley pro- 
posed a balanced economic plan 
to encourage foreign investment by 
tax exemptions and subsidies for 
such capital. In addition, he tabled 
tax rebates for secondary industry, 
as well as measures for a just dis- 
tribution of wealth and the deve- 
lopment of natural resources.

LOBBYING CHARGED 

Mahabir also charged that "can- 
didates were canvassing while the 
ballotting was taking place, and 
advertising posters still remained 
on campus on the voting day".

minations "was in direct contra- 
vention of the rules set up to go- 
vern the parliament".

She had, however, refer- 
red most of her decisions to the 
president of the Players' Club, 
Ian Eastcrbrook, because he had 
told her to do so. Mr. Easter- 
brook told her that he approved 
her choice of my script. 

However, that morning he had 
given Mr. -James Ilother appro- 
val to complete his script, as an 
entry to the 1VDL. The night be- 
fore, Miss Gross told me she ho- 
ped Mr. Rother would direct my 
play and that he was supposed to 
phone me to discuss my script, 
lie did not phone and when I 
tried to contact him, his wife re- 
fused to allow him to speak to 
me because he was writing (pre- 
sumably his own script). 

On . Tuesday, Mr. Rother, hav- 
ing received the approval of Mr. 
Eastcrbrook, (who was now in 
essence working against Miss 
Gross) had named the cast for 
his play (which had not been 
completed). 

They were his wife, Victor Fas- 
cio, and Neil Shea. (It should be 
mentioned that Mr. Eastcrbrook 
wanted Mr. Rother to direct the 
McGill entry, and Mr. Rother sta- 
ted he would not direct any play 
his wife was not in). He also told 
me that night he would not di- 
rect my play because he . . . "had 
no time". 

On Wednesday I was told by 
Miss Gross that Mr. Easterbrook 
had retracted the article from 
the Dai?!/ stating the acceptance 
of my play. He had retracted the 
article on the basis that no di- 
rector would be found. After 
speaking with him myself I con- 
vinced him that on moral 
grounds he had to print the no- 
tice, because Miss Gross and I 
had already announced the ac- 
ceptance of my play. The article 
was printed. 

It was at this time Miss Gross 
told me she felt Mr. Rother and 
Mr. Easterbrook were trying to 
eliminate my play in order that 
Mr. Rother's would be produced. 
She told me that if this were the 
case she would resign as produ- 
cer for the IVDL. 

On Friday, Miss Caroline Kerr 
agreed to direct my play. On the 
following Monday she resigned 
on the basis of projected produc- 
tion and casting difficulties. On 
Monday night, Miss Gross, Miss 
Kerr, Mr. Easterbrook, and my- 
self met to discuss the problem. 

Mr. Easterbrook then admitted 
that he had, In effect, by the en- 
couragement of Mr. Rother and 
the lack of cooperation with Miss 
Gross, been responsible for much 
of the difficulties. He apologi- 
zed. He decided then to call a 
meeting of the Players' Club exe- 
cutive for the next day in order 
to decide what would happen. 

Events then followed in rapid 
succession. I was toll Tuesday 
that I had until Wednesday noon 
to find a director; that if I could 
not, Mr. Rother's play would be 
produced and Mr. Rother would 
direct. Mr. Rother would direct 
because the day before (my play 
had not been officially refused) 
Mr. Easterbrook had urged Miss 
Kerr to direct Mr. Rother's play 
and she had refused. 

He had felt it would not "look 
good" for Mr. Rother to direct 
his own play. It should be men- 
tioned that Victor Fascio, one of 
the projected cast for Mr. Ro- 
ther's play, was present at the 
meeting which decided the abo- 
ve. 



a director within the small period 
of time allotted. We did not suc- 
ceed. On Thursday I was contact- 
ed by Mr. Easterbrook that he 
requested my presence at a meet- 
ing of Mr. Rother, Miss Gross, 
and himself in order to comc'to 
some sort of agreement on how 
the article in the Daily, announc- 
ing the rejection of my play and 
the acceptance of Mr. Rother's, 
would be worded. I refused to 
attend this meeting. 

I was told as well that Mr. Ro- 
ther intended to hold 'phony' 
auditions and that Miss Gross 
had resigned. Before Miss Gross 
resigned she stated that as far 
as she was concerned Mr. Ro- 
ther's play must be considered 
as a 'Rother' entry to the IVDL 
and not McGill's. 

It is Saturday evening. I have 



just spoken to Mr. 
agreed to all my statements con- 
cerning him; agreed that I had 
been, in his words, 'done dirt'; 
warned me against publishing 
the letter; stated that the blame 
for the entire incident should 
fall on Mr. Easterbrook's shoul- 
ders; that Mr. Eastcrbrook could 
not possibly be affected by the 
letter because he was too firmly 
entrenched in his position as pre- 
sident of the club and producer 
of the Red and White Revue; 
that 'dirt* was always involved 
with what went on in these af- 
fairs; and that it would be best 
to forget the issue. 

It is this conversation that con- 
vinced me of the complete immo- 
rality of the situation and of the 
necessity to publicly state these 
facts.

Several Evident faults 

We believe that a reconsideration of the parties 
and policies involved in Model Parliament is in order 
for two reasons :

This in turn results in more 
active participation by federal parties in various kinds of 
subsidies; subsidies which we believe to be unhealthy 
to the spirit of campus politics.

We feel that this may lead to action at McGill 
similar to that taken at several other universities: we are 
referring to the banning of political clubs at Sir George Wil- 
liams, Mount Allison and Memorial Universities. 



Four Suggestions 

We have several suggestions to make, which have been 
withheld until now because we realize it might have in- 
fluenced the campaign. 

A set of rules governing the campaign is essential. It 
should be drawn up and enforced by the Debating Union, 
which is in charge of the show. The Steering Committee, com- 
posed of representatives of the participating parties, should 
not be allowed to regulate Itself. 

Federal speakers should be permitted only If their talks 
are confined to the issues presented in the platforms of the 
campus parties. 

Co-ordination of rallies involving more than one 
party is necessary to eliminate the charges and counter- 
charges that result when one party "chickens out" of a 
debate sponsored by another.

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Canadian University Service Overseas 



On Juno 6, 1961, the Can- 
adian Univorsity Servlco over- 
seat wai established as a new 
national coordinating agency 
to develop and promote sche- 
mes to send young Canadians 
to serve abroad. CUSO will 
work closely with 'national 
and local organizations in 
Canada and will provide liai- 
son with governments, inter- 
national organizations and 
other agencies abroad. Its 
functions have been defined 
In the following terms > 

1) To initiate and operate, 
either alone or in co-oper- 
ation with other organiz- 
ations, schemes that will 
enable persons of suitable 
university training, nor- 
mally resident in Canada, 
to serve In countries over- 
seas that have indicated 
their readiness to receive 
such persons; 

2) To solicit and administer 
funds to cover the costs 
both of suc'i schemes and 
of any activities ancillary 
thereto; 

3) To assist, in such ways as 
the Service may from time 
to time determine, other 
agencies of a similar nat- 
ure 

Financial support for CUSO is 
assured in part from the Can- 
adian universities and from, its 
member organizations. Addition- 
al funds for its operation and 
program will be sought from 
business and industry, found- 
ations, governments, private don- 
ors and other sources. 

At the request of the new 
organization, the Canadian Na- 
tional Commission for UNESCO 
has agreed to act as Its executive 
agency and to make available 
the services of the Commission's 
Associate Secretary, Mr. Lewis 
Perinbam, as Acting Executive 
Secretary of CUSO until perma- 
nent arrangements are made. 
The Commission was also re- 
quested by CUSO to carry out a 
survey of job opportunities 
abroad for which Canadian gra- 
duates would be eligible. Mr. Per- 
inbam undertook this assignment 
and visited a number of count- 
ries in Southeast Asia during 
July and August, 1061. 



Programs 



At the present time, there are 
four types of arrangements in 
which CUSO may be involved: 

Firstly, as a recruiting agency 
for securing Canadian personnel 
on an expatriate basis at scales 
of pay and on conditions of serv- 
ice established for these posi- 
tions by the host government or 
agency, including the cost of 
transportations from Canada. 

Secondly, as a recruiting agen- 
cy for providing teachers and 
other personnel whose salary or 
local allowances and housing 
will be provided by the govern- 
ment or agency employing them, 
but whose transportation costs 
would be borne by Canadian or 
external sources. 

Thirdly, as an agency which 
will provide volunteers for po- 
sitions for which they are re- 
quired and for whom the host 
government or agency would 
provide a salary at local scales 
of pay or a living allowance in 
lieu thereof. Where necessary, 
this may be supplemented from 
Canadian sources. The cost of 



transportation will also be born 
by Canadian or external sources. 

Fourthly, as an agency which 
will provide volunteers financed 
entirely from Canadian sources. 
These opportunities are likely to 
arise in countries which wish to 
receive volunteers, but arc not 
in a position to finance them. 

Canadians will be sent abroad 
only in response to requests from 
the governments of countries. 
The needs vary. The greatest de- 
mand at the present time is for 
secondary school teachers of En- 
glish, mathematics and science 
subjects, engineers, agricultural 
workers and doctors. The count- 
ries responding so far have all 
been located in Asia and Africa. 

Canadians sent to these count- 
ries will work as equals and part- 
ners with their local colleagues. 
They will go, not as experts or 
necessarily in teams, but as in- 
dividuals, who will work at ju- 
nior levels under the direction of 
the local authority to which they 
are assigned and whom they will 
be expected to serve with humi- 
lity, loyalty and devotion. 

Men and women over 21 years 
of age who are Canadian citi- 
zens by birth or naturalization, 
who enjoy good health and who 
are willing to serve abroad for 
at least two years are invited 
to apply for jobs. While the 
greatest demand is for single 
persons, there may bo oppor- 
tunities for married couples in 
some countries. 

Qualifications 

Candidates should preferably 
have an honours degree. Profes- 
sional qualifications and practical 
experience will be an advantage. 
In some instances, candidates 
without a university degree of 
background but possessing pro- 
fessional qualifications, exper- 
ience or skills requested by an 
overseas government or agency 
will bd considered. This category 
would include graduates of tech- 
nical and teacher-training col- 
leges, accountants, technicians, 
etc. 

In addition to their intellectual 
ability, candidates must possess 
emotional maturity, initiative, 
resourcefulness, and be able to 
adapt themselves to new, unfa- 
miliar and sometimes difficult 



environments. They must be wil- 
ling to regard their overseas as- 
signment as primarily a learning 
experience, and have the capa- 
city to conduct themselves with 
humility, understanding and res- 
traint. 

Recruitment 

The recuitment of personnel 
will be carried out by CUSO in 
cooperation with the Canadian 
universities and its member 
agencies as well as with other 
appropriate bodies. A prelimi- 
nary screening of applicants will 
be carried out at the university 
or local level, and will be fol- 
lowed by a final screening at 
the national level. Candidates 
will then be submitted, on the 
basis of their qualifications and 
experience, to governments and 
agencies overseas who have re- 
quested them. 

Selections standards will be 
high. They will depend largely 
on the requirements of the job 
and the condtlons of service laid 
down by the overseas agency. 
Candidates who meet the basic 
requirements and whose quali- 
fications, experience and skills 
are likely to be of interest will 
be interviewed locally. If they 
are found to be suitable, and en- 
dorsed by CUSO, their names will 
be forwarded to the government 
or agency requesting their serv- 
ices. The final responsibility for 
the appointment of all person- 
nel will rest with the overseas 
authority, and not with CUSO. 

Remuneration 

The remuneration paid to Can- 
adian personnel will be accord- 
ing to the category in which they 
are recruited, and is likely to 
vary from country to country. 
Pesonnel with experience cm- 
ployed as expatriates will receive 
the most favourable financial 
terms. Others will receive ap- 
proximately $80 - $100 (Cana- 
dian) per month, which will be 
adequate to cover their basic 
needs and enable them to live at 
a level comparable to that of 
their colleagues. 

There will be provision for 
health insurance, a contingency 
fund for emergencies, and, in 



some instances, a re-establish- 
ment fund. 

- As transportation and living 
costs must be met, in several ins- 
tance, from Canadian sources, 
these funds must be raised lo- 
cally and nationally. CUSO will 
rely on the co-operation and sup- 
port of universities, local groups, 
organizations, etc. to finance 
Canadian personnel either by 
sponsoring local candidates or by 
contributing to this general 
funds. 



Training 



Candidates who are selected 
for overseas service will bo ex- 
pected to undertake an orienta- 
tion and training program in 
Canada which will bo developed 
in relation to the country which 
they are assigned as well as their 
own background and experience. 
It may include a brief seminar 
prior to their departure from 
Canada. 

It is hoped that arrangements 
can be made for all Canadian 
personnel to undergo an intro- 
ductory program on their arri- 
val in the country to which they 
are assigned. The nature of this 
program will depend on the num- 
bers involved in each instance, 
and details will be worked out 
in due course in co-operation 
with overseas agencies. 



All personnel proceeding over- 
seas will be expected to sign a 
contract outlining the responsib- 
ilities and obligations of the vo- 
lunteer, the agency under which 
he or she will serve abroad, and 
the sponsoring agency in Can- 
ada. 

In addition, personnel may 
also be expected to sign con- 
tracts which may be required by 
overseas agencies employing 
them.

At this point, it looked as though 
McGill was about to make a farce 
out of the game, hut Western's 
concerted drives tied up the game. 
PERKINS OUTSTANDING 

Highligting the opening minutes 
of the game was the standout play- 
making of Perkins and the great 
defensive rebounding of Ian Mon- 
teih. The Mustangs* McRac kept 
them in the game with his brilliant 
shouting and at the half, his efforts 
had shot Western into a 39-33 lead. 

Starting the second half, the 
Redmen showed the fans the great 
type of play which has brought 
them back from defeat on previous 
occasions. Showing a great display 
of team play and co ordinations, 
McGill fought back to tie the score 
with five minutes remaining, at 
58 all. 

Montcith, playing his top game 
of the year, led the Redmen cause 
in this comeback with his clutch 
rebounding and his strong shot 
making. As well, Montcith blocked 
a large number of Mustang scoring 
attempts. Perkins, the back-bone 
of the club, proved his usefulness 
with his ball-handling and skillful- 
ly organized defensive set-ups. 
LATE EFFORT 

With about two minutes left to 
play in the game, the Redmen took 
a 61-60 advantage on the strength 



of Montcith's one-hand jump shot. 
The Mustangs applied tremendous 
pressure in an effort to deadlock 
the game, but McGill's greatly ba- 
lanced defence hampered West- 
ern's scoring tries, and with five 
seconds left, the Hodmen's co-cap- 
tain, George Miechowsky, stoic the 
ball to salt away the victory with 
a lay-up. 

The Mustang's cause was greatly 
weakened when their star, Mcltae, 
fouled out with only minutes to go 
after scoring 24 points for the 
night. 

CREDIT COACH 

Much of the credit in this win 
must he given to Redmen coach, 
Ron Sharpe, who has molded the 
Redmen into a strong, and extre- 
mely well-balanced club. As well, 
Doyle Perkins' determined play 
and great handling has led McGill 
to recent come back wins, notably 
their last road victory over McMas- 
ler. Perkins' experience with the 
second U.S. Olympic team has been 
used to great advantage in both 
these wins. Other standouts for 
the Redmen were Ron Horeck, hit- 
ting for 14 points, and Bob Berk- 
man, with 16 points, largely on the 
basis of his unusually strong foul 
shooting.
